2. OFFICIALS FROM THE BELGIAN MFA AND THE SECRETARIAT FOR 
COOPERATION AND DEVELOPMENT BRIEFED SPECIAL COORDINATOR 
FOR RWANDA AMB. TOWN SEND FRIEDMAN ON JAN. 23-24. MFA 
DIRECTOR FOR POLITICAL AFFAIRS VAN DAELE INFORMED AMB. 
FRIEDMAN THE RWANDAN GOVERNMENT HAD REQUESTED THE 
BUJUMBURA CONFERENCE BE POSTPONED BY ONE WEEK TO ALLOW FOR 
EXTRA PREPARATION TIME. ALTHOUGH VAN DAELE EXPRESSED 
SATISFACTION WITH THE TENOR OF PM TWAGIRAMUNGU' S COMMENTS 
ON NATIONAL RECONCILIATION, HE CHARACTERIZED THE RWANDAN 
DELEGATION'S STATEMENTS AS "MINIMALIST". THE MFA 
BELIEVES THE GOR WILL HAVE TO BE PRESSED TO PROVIDE 
CONCRETE INFORMATION ON THE HOW AND WHEN OF RECONCILIATION

RWANDAN DELEGATION HAD INITIALLY OPPOSED THE IDEA OF 
ENGAGING IN A NATIONAL DEBATE BUT HAD EVENTUALLY AGREED TO 
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A NATIONAL DIALOGUE. THE RWANDANS DID NOT WANT TO BE _ A QQTT7TT7F>

9. VAN DAELE CHARACTERIZED RWANDAN STATEMENTS ON

NOISES BUT THE RWANDA GOVERNMENT HAD TO BE MORE

16 VAN DAELE CONCLUDED THE MEETING BY EXPRESSING THE 
GOB'S DEEP APPRECIATION FOR USG SUPPORT. BY TAKING THE 
LEAD AND FORMING A COALITION TO TACKLE THE PROBLEMS, THE 
USG HELPED REACH AGREEMENT ON FUNDAMENTAL APPROACHES. VAN 
DAELE REQUESTED THAT AMB . FRIEDMAN FOLLOW UP WITH THE 
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ACTION REQUEST: IF MEETING IS SCHEDULED, PLEASE ADVISE 
TIME AND DATE ASAP. END ACTION REQUEST. 

17. AT THE STATE SECRETARIAT FOR COOPERATION AND 
DEVELOMENT, CHEF DE CABINET SONIA GERLO TOLD AMB. FRIEDMAN 
THAT BELGIUM FOUND THE GENEVA MEETINGS ON RWANDA HELPFUL. 
SHE TERMED THE SUPPORT GROUP SESSION "USEFUL" BUT NOTED 
THAT " THERE WERE JUST TOO MANY PEOPLE THERE TO HAVE A 
CONFIDENTIAL EXCHANGE OF VIEWS." NEVERTHELESS, SHE 
PRAISED THE INCREASED COOPERATION PROMOTED BY THE MEETING, 
ESPECIALLY WITH INDIA AND JAPAN WHO DO NOT PARTICIPATE IN 
THE UNITED NATIONS EFFORT. SHE OBSERVED THAT INDIA SEEMS 
MORE WILLING TO COOPERATE WITH OTHER DONORS THAN A FEW 
MONTHS AGO, BUT THAT MORE DETAILS OF EVERY DONOR'S 
CONTRIBUTIONS IS NECESSARY TO FLESH OUT THE MODEL PLAN 
BEING DEVELOPED. 

18. REGARDING THE UN ROUND TABLE ON RWANDA, GERLO 
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EXPRESSED SATISFACTION WITH THE UNDP STUDY OF WHAT IS 
NEEDED AS A "STIMULUS TO INCREASED COORDINATION," 



ESPECIALLY AMONG DONORS ON THE GROUND IN KIGALI. SHE ALSO 
PRAISED RWANDA'S STATEMENT OF GOOD INTENTIONS, WHICH IS AN 
ESSENTIAL FIRST STEP BECAUSE "AID WILL ONLY FOLLOW THE 
POLITICAL EVOLUTION IN THE COUNTRY AND CONCRETE STEPS 
TOWARDS RECONCILIATION AND RECONSTRUCTION." GERLO NOTED 
THE PROBLEM OF DEFINING HUMANITARIAN AND DEVELOPMENT AID 
BUT BELIEVES THAT PROBLEM IS MANAGEABLE. THE NEXT STEP,
